United Kingdom Representa- 
tive in Eire for the past three years, 
is to leave this country shortly. It 
is understood that he is going to 
take up a position with the Films 
Division. of the Ministry of Informa- 
tion in Great Britain. © 
Mr. Betjeman was one of the out- 
standing undergraduates of his 
generation at Oxford in the late 
twenties, and his talent would 
have shone even more brightly 
had he used it in orthodox 
ways, but he always _ preferred 
the by-ways to the high-ways. 
In the school of English literature, 
for example, he delighted more in 
the minor pocts than in the works 
of the great masters. <A fine comedy 
actor, he preferred to give his talent 
to his obscure College Dramatic So- 
ciety than to the much publicised 
0.U.D.S. A writer of delightful light 
verse, he sent most of it to circulate 
among his friends, and only an occa- 
sional fragment to the University 
Magazine, and as a result his name 
was written very small in the official 
records of his time, though very 
large in the hearts and minds of his 
contemporaries. 
His career followed a similar 
course after he left Oxford. He 
edited a rather high-brow archi-

tectural magazine at no great 
profit to himself but to his great 
enjoyment, as it enabled him to 
rig his passionate interest, in old 
uildings. Here again it was the 
lesser figures he was fondest of 
writing about, deeming that the 
great architects were adequately 
written, perhaps over-written. 

In coming to Ireland he came to 
a country in which he had been 
interested from his undergraduate 
days, and which he had visited in 
those days as the guest of his Ox- 
ford friends, Lord Longford and 
Lord Dufferin. On those occasions 
his interest ranged out over the 
towns and countryside, taking in 
our people, our buildings, our 
writers, our religion and whatever 
was distinctive in the Irish scene. 
He took the highest possible view 
of his duties as Press Attaché, and 
looked upon it as his duty nat only 
to interpret England to the Irish, 
but also to interpret Ireland sym- 
pathetically to the English, and if 
any English Pressman or visitor 
went away with an unsympathetic 
view of Ireland it was not the fault 
of Mr. Betjeman. 

He wandered far from the narrow 
service to which diplomats usually 
confined themselves, and he made 
friends with writers, poets, news- 
papermen and clergy. He was at 
me in every milieu, from the 
Architect’s Society to Maynooth 
College, from the Society of Anti- 
quaries to the Gate Theatre. 
Among his work for Ireland may 
be mentioned his rescue and re- 
covery of several hundred drawings 
of Francis Johnston, and his secur- 
ing of the recognition of Johnston 
as the greatest Irish architect. 
His hospitality was ready and 
abundant, and must have gone far 
beyond the bounds of any official 
remuneration he may have had. In 
all his werks and interests he had) 
the greatest assistance from his 
wife, whose kindness and sympathy, 
rivalled his own. 

Many. people who wish for better 
understanding between Ireland and

War Might Come 


to Eire 


Speaking on the neutrality of 
Eire at meetings in Church street, 
Hals:cn street and Manor street 
yesterday, Mr. Sean T. O'Kelly 
admitted that the Fianna Fail 
Government was not entirely respon- 
sible for that position; but, said he, 
““we are responsible for keeping the 
country out of the war.”

Flare-up in 
Russia 


Heavy fighting has broken out at 
two points on the central and 
southern sectors of the Soviet front. 
A strong German attack west of 
Rostov during the week-end is re- 
ported by Reuter’s Special Corre- 
spondent in Moscow. It is the most 
serious attempt so far made to test 
the strength of Soviet defences. 
Berlin messages during the last 48 
hours have reported large-scale 
Russian attacks north-west and 
south-west of Orel. According to 
one Berlin military spokesman, 
‘large-scale operations” have now 
begun with a Soviet attack in force 
on this vital front. A later broad- 
cast admitted that the Russians had 
been able to force a break-through 
into the German lines north-east and 
south-east of the city, but it was 
claimed that a counter attack had 
cleared the Soviets out of the 
breaches. 

The Soviet communiqué reports :— 
“During the night of June 12th 
nothing of importance took place at 
the front.” Reuter’s Correspondent, 
however, states that the German 
thrust at Rostov was beaten back 
only after a day and night of heavy 
fighting and hand-to-hand clashes. 
New advances are also reported

Of the Labour Party he had 
rather more than usual to say. 
“We ars in a different position 
from ‘those who have only to sit 
down and dream dreams. We have 
to see that our dreams materialise 
and to plan the road to realise 
them. t is easy to talk about 
spending another fifty millions, but 
we know that 5s. on income tax and 
a few shillings on tobacco, beer end 
tea would not brig in svyfficient 
revenue to tarry out even one of 
the Labour Party’s promises. If 
we talk about giving allowances to 
families above the normal size we 
have to count the cost. You would 
imagine that the Labour Party had 
a four-leaved shamrock. We would 
like to do many things, but we have 
no magic carpet, and all know that 
the taxation required to do these 
things would be outside the capacity 
of the an er I do not mind 
admitting that in a few instances 
we said we would do things and we 
had to change our minds; but was 
it not far better, when we found 
there were snags that we had not 
anticipated, to say that we would 
not do these things because they 
would be injurious to the community 
than to pretend to do them for the 
sake of tarrying out a promise? 

‘‘Tt is not straight for the Labour 
Party to say they will do things 
and pretend that the people will 
not have to pay for them. The 
people are going to make the bed 
on which they, this country, will 
lie for the next five critical years, 
and they should see that the bed 1s 
made properly.”’ 

At Dundalk, stressing the Govern- 
ment’s political work, Mr. de Valera 
seid that from the first day he 
had anything to do with the 
leadership here he had done every- 
thing possible to create good rela- 
tions between this country and 
Britain. “The basis of good 
relations,” he said, ‘ between 
Britain and ourselves, which we 
sincerely desired from the earliest 
time, was the admission of the right 


as any other nation on the earth, 
and when the 1938 agreement was 
arrived at we could honestly say 
that every cause of quarrel between 
the two countries had been removed 
so far as the twenty-six counties were 
concerned, but so long as six 
counties still remained cut away 
there was not yet the real founda- 
tion for good relations. We had 
many aed reasons why we should 
be friends, but that could not be so 


here wrongly and unjustly.” 


The “ Spoils 


System ”” 


At a meeting at Donore avenue, 
Dublin, yesterday, Mr. Vincent 
Rice, K.C., Independent National 
Government candidate, said that one 
of the great evils of the party system 
of government was that men were 
appointed to offices of high responst- 
bility in the public service solely on 
account of their political affiliations, 
and with a cynical disregard for any 
ather qualifications. This system 
came to be known in another country 
as the ‘‘spoils system.” The 
‘spoils system ” has been unblush- 
ingly brought to a new perfection in 
this country during the last eleven 
years by the present Government—a 
new perfection which would make its 
originators elsewhere gasp at their 
own moderation. This evil system 
could not survive under a National 
Government- In the critical years 
ahead this country cannot afford a 
spoils system. It will a the 
placing of the men best qualified for 
the public service, without regard 
to politics, to pull the nation 
through.

WORKERS’ PERMIT

The Jrish Times learns that an 
arrangement has been come to 
between the Governments of Great 
Britain, Northern Ireland and Eire, 
which will greatly facilitate workers 
when returning to their homes in 
Eire for holidays. 
until October 3lst the permit system 
will be virtually suspended, and in 
its stead an arrangement will 
operate by which workers will be 
able to travel on a letter from their 
employers stating that the bearer 
was on holiday from a specified date. 

Instead of the sometimes very pro- 
longed procedure of acquiring an 
exit permit from the Government 
Department, the person concerned, 
having obtained the sailing ticket 


required by the L.M.S., will take) 


the employer’s letter to the nearest 
police station, where the necessary 
stamping will be done without 
further difficulty. 

Moreover, in the case of a big 
firm employing hundreds of Irish 
workers, the police will visit the 
firm and give’ the necessary 
authorisation on the spot. Up- 
wards of 300 firms have been 
scheduled to which the police are 
prepared to go for this purpose.

Although it is just over a fort- 
night since Genera] de Gaulle 
arrived in North Africa from 
London, agreement between him 
and General Giraud seems to be 
as far off as ever. There was 
reason to believe last week that 


even if some sacrifice of principle 
had been entailed on each side, 
and were ready to work to a 
common end; but a new cause of 
dissension has presented itself. 
General de Gaulle is a younger 
man than General Giraud, and 
probably holds r ore ‘‘modernistic”’ 
theories of war: he was, after all, 
the one French voice which, 


foretold and advocated the use of 
armour in overwhelming mass as 
the “ spearpoint ” of attack. It 
appears that their views on the 
reorganisation of the French 
troops in North Africa are 
irreconcilable. General Giraud 
was satisfied that, for all practical 
purposes, the army should stay 
as it was: General de Gaulle 
insisted on a root-and-branch 
reform—which, incidentally, would 
involve a reconsideration of the 
two eminently important posts of 
Commander-in-Chief and © War 
Commissioner. In these circum- 
stances, last Saturday’s meeting 
of the National Committee—the 
French Government in North 
Africa—was not held; but it is 
thought possible that either a 
formal or an informal session 
will take place to-day. Whether the 
differences will be settled then, 
or at any time in the near 
future, is a matter of question. 
It is not merely on the subject of 
army organisation that the views 
of the two generals are at 
variance. General de Gaulle 
wants a clean sweep of all the 
leaders, political and military, in 
North Africa, who have had any- 
thing to do with the Government. 
General Giraud is more moderate ; 
although he himself has had 
little. association with Marshal 
Pétain since the war began— 
having been a prisoner of war in 
Germany almost until the dav 
when the Allies landed in North 
Africa—he refuses to make a 
clean sweep of several 
Ministers who are anathema. to 
the de Gaullistes. The British 
and Americans, for some reason 
best known to themselves, have 
abstained from interference. If 
they should declare outright 
either for General de Gaulle or 
for General Giraud, the quarrel 
would come to a swift end; for 
the real power in North Africa 
is in their hands. Manifestly, 
however, they prefer that a 
voluntary agreement, if possible, 
shall be reached, for the sake of 
the moral effect. A union of 
hearts between the whole mass 
of anti-Axis Frenchmen outside 
metropolitan France would be 
bound to exert a powerful “in- 
fluence upon the French of 
France herself. while the effect 
of continual dissension must be 
unsettling to them. It is not 
very difficult, however, to con- 
ceive that the British and 
Americans may lose patience if 
the -dispute continues much 
longer. If the rumours of an 
imminent assault upon con- 
tinental: Europe have any real 
foundation, the political and 
military relationship of North 
Africa to the Allies must be 
cleared up, or a highly unsatis- 
factory—if not a positively

all proportion to their magnitude. 
Years have passed since this news- 
paper first called for a simplifica- 
tion of the fabric of Irish local 
government—a severe reduction in 
the number of local authorities 
(many of which matter to nobody 
except themselves), and a transfer 
of the wider duties of the county 
councils to regional councils. This, 
as we believe, still is good advice ; 
and it is interesting to observe 
that The Times is in agreement 
with -it, so far as the English 
system—which is also our own 
system—is concerned.

The present multiplicity of 
authorities, and the delays 
which it necessarily entails, 
cannot be prolonged into that 
critical period of reconstruc- 
tion.

Bananas 


What is funny about a banana? 
Thirty years ago a Punch 
humorist began an article with 
the sentence: “ When, after a 
short but rapid journey along the 
pavement executed by the aid of a 
banana skin, you obey the im- 
mutable law of gravity and come 
to a sudden sitstill by the 
kerb, you must restrain, at no 
matter what sacrifice, any desire 
which you may feel to smile 
blandly back upon the crowd, 
whether it is a sympathetic crowd 
or not.” Many children in these 
islands would see nothing funny 
about that instruction; they 
would not know what a banana 
was. If the war lasts much 
longer a. banana-consciousless 
generation will have developed, 
and it may wonder, if it ever 
hears such songs, what its 
parents thought amusing about 
‘Yes, we have no bananas,’’ and 
‘Did you ever see a straight 
banana?” It was possible to 
slip just as easily upon a piece of 
orange skin; but the humorist 
sensed that a biunana skin was 
more likely to arouse the 
appreciative laugh that he was 
seeking. The modern lack of 
familiarity with sapientum sub- 
species of the Musa parasistaca 
gives the fruit-eaters of 
to-day an understanding of the 
disadvantages under which their 
forefathers ate; for the banana 
was not cultivated commercially 
until the year 1880. It also 
should arouse their sympathy for 
the humorists of over sixty-three 
years ago, who had to restrict 
their tales about men slipping ijn 
the street to seasons of the year 
in which there was frost. The 
absence of the banana to-day is 
due to the fact that it occupied 
shipping space out of all propor- 
tion to its food value. Few 
persons, however, ate the banan” 
because of its food value. It we 
sweet and tasty. More important 
than any other consideration in 
its favour was the fact that it 
could be peeled with greater 
speed and convenience than the 
apple, the pear, the peach or the 
orange. Perhaps, that was why 
there was no lack of banana skins 
for the characters devised by 
humorists to slide on.
